Many  people  in  the  sciences  were  very 
excited  about  the  completion  of  the 
renovations  to  the  Donnelly  Science 
Center.  The  new  addition  is  a great  way  for 
Loyola  to  show  the  school’s  commitment  to 
strengthening  its  science  programs,  as  it  provides 
a lot  of  needed  space  to  accommodate  the  number 
of  science  majors  without  increasing  the  class 
sizes.  The  15,000-square-foot  expansion  of  the 
existing  building  provided  additional  spaces  for 
offices,  research  labs,  and  study  areas.  Students 
accustomed  to  sharing  lab  spaces  with  other 
classes  now  have  their  own  facilities,  preventing 
any  disruptions  to  their  work. 

The  new  building  now  includes  a robotics  lab 
for  computer  science  classes,  a senior  design  lab 
for  engineering,  and  an  atrium  to  host  science- 


related  events.  The  addition  also  provides  better 
facilities  for  the  faculty  doing  research  at  Loyola. 
Students  not  only  have  access  to  these  new  lab 
facilities,  but  also  the  space  to  study  in  close 
proximity  to  their  professors,  with  couches  and 
tables  in  light-filled  areas  perfect  for  completing 
school  work.  Senior  Pete  DeMarco  said,  “Out  of 
all  the  changes,  I think  that  I like  the  sitting  areas 
and  small  study  alcoves  near  the  windows,  which 
are  nice  places  to  pass  downtime  between  classes.” 
With  the  science  core  requirement,  these 
renovations  are  an  upgrade  which  the  entire 
Loyola  community  can  appreciate.

Q&A  WITH  DR.  LORENZI

Former  Dean  of  Sellinger 
explains  his  start  in  business 


LORENZI 


Professor  Lorenzi  curreiitly  teaches  both 
undergraduate  and  graduate  management 
courses.  He  first  arrived  at  Loyola  to  take  on 
the  position  of  Dean  of  the  Sellinger  School  in  1995, 
which  he  held  for  six  years.  Earlier  in  his  career, 
Lorenzi  was  the  Associate  Dean  at  Marquette 
University  and  the  Dean  of  the  business  school  at  the 
University  of  Central  Arkansas.  He  has  earned 
teaching  awards  for  excellence  and  innovation.  In 
addition,  he  has  been  invited  to  speak  at  universities 
in  other  countries,  such  as  Malaysia,  Sweden,  and 
Chile. 

What  did  you  study  in  college? 

I grew  up  in  Eden,  New  York  and  I did  my 
undergrad  at  Binghamton  University,  which  is 
located  in  upstate  New  York.  I graduated  in  1973 
with  a degree  in  administrative  science.  I received 
my  master’s  degree  from  Binghamton  two  years 
later,  and  then  continued  on  to  Penn  State,  where 
I received  my  Ph.D.  in  1978.  My  main  area  of 
study  at  Penn  State  was  organizational  behavior. 

What  inspired  you  to  become  a teacher? 

Specifically,  two  professors  in  the  MBA  program 
at  Binghamton  both  encouraged  and  inspired  me 
by  their  words  and  actions.  Also,  I simply  enjoyed 
being  in  school.  I have  been  at  Loyola  for  about 
16  years  now.  Loyola  is  far  from  being  my  first 
teaching  experience.  In  the  past,  I have  held 
teaching  positions  at  other  universities,  including 
Marquette,  UNC  Chapel  Hill,  and  the  University 
of  Kansas.  You  certainly  learn  something  new  by 
having  to  teach  it. 


What  do  you  enjoy  most  about  teaching 
management  at  Loyola? 

The  part  I enjoy  most  is  the  interaction  and  the 
exchange.  When  I arrived  at  Loyola  in  1995  to 
accept  the  title  of  Dean  of  the  SeUinger  School, 
I scheduled  individual  meetings  with  each  faculty 
member  because  I really  wanted  to  get  to  know 
the  faculty  and  staff  well.  I could  not  possibly 
teach  my  classes  entirely  online  or  even  just 
through  PowerPoint  presentations.  As  years  pass, 
my  notes  change,  and  there  is  always  new  media 
and  new  technology  to  utilize.  Likewise,  I enjoy 
satisfying  my  intellectual  curiosity.  At  the 
undergraduate  level,  I am  currently  teaching  the 
introduction  to  management  class,  as  well  as  a 
class  focused  on  social  enterprise.  I hope  that 
students  who  graduate  with  a management 
degree  will  have  both  a meaningful  life  and  a 
meaningful  career. 


What  are  some  of  your  hobbies  outside  of 
teaching? 

My  main  outside  interest  is  definitely  spending 
time  with  my  family.  I love  spending  time  with 
my  two  teenage  daughters.  I enjoy  helping  them 
with  their  homework.  Though  they  are  very  busy  ; 
with  their  schoolwork  and  extracurricular 
activities,  we  really  make  an  effort  to  spend  time 
together. 
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YORK  ROAD 
INITIATIVE 
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As  a Jesuit  school  that  emphasizes  the 
importance  ot  the  magis,  or  “the  more,” 
Loyola  embarked  on  a multi-year  plan 
to  collaborate  in  the  development  of  York  Road. 

RunningparalleltoNorthCharles  Street,  York 
Road  houses  a lively  culture  and  close-knit 
neighborhoods,  often  disregarded  because  of 
perceptions  of  crime  and  violence.  Yet  York  Road 
offers  more  than  what  lies  on  the  surface.  To 
highlight  the  community's  great  attributes, 
Loyola  plans  to  create  a sustainable  relationship 
by  working  with  existing  community  and 
neighborhood  associations.  “Loyola’s  York  Road 
Initiative  aims  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for 
all  persons  living,  working,  and  learning  in  the 
York  Road  corridor,”  says  Director  of  the  York 
Road  Initiative,  Erin  O’Keefe. 

To  achieve  the  initiative's  goals,  the  students 
and  staff  of  Loyola's  Sellinger  School  of  Business, 
School  of  Education,  Clinical  Centers  of 


Belvedere  Square  and  the  Center  for 
Community  Service  and  Justice  are  working 
together  with  the  York  Road  community  in 
various  projects,  such  as  the  annual  “Fall  Clean 
and  Green  to  Beautify  the  York  Road  Corridor.” 
Loyola  has  also  partnered  with  nearby 
businesses,  such  as  Bombay  Garden  and  the 
Govanstowne  Business  Association. 

Students  from  this  past  summer  might  have 
already  seen  the  beginnings  of  this  inspiring  feat 
with  the  Govanstowne  Farmers’  Market,  held 
from  July  20  to  August  10  at  Loyola’s  Public 
Safety  Building  at  5 104  York  Road.  The  market 
featured  produce  from  Baltimore  family  farms, 
such  as  The  Ferguson  Family  Farm  and  the 
Zahradka  Farm.

Loyola’s  fall  theatre  included  the  main  stage 
production  of  The  Rimers  of  Eldritch 
written  by  Lanford  Wilson  and  directed  by 
Professor  James  Bunzli,  as  well  as  the  student- 
run  Poisoned  Cup  Players’  production  of  The 
Shape  of  Things  by  Neil  LaBute  and 

directed  by  Kellie  Alberici.  While  the  two  shows 
presented  very  different  stories,  they  both  proved 
to  be  incredibly  entertaining  and  had  a lasting 
effect  on  their  audiences. 

The  Rimers  of  Eldritch  included  a cast  of  about 
20  actors,  each  portraying  a unique  character  with 
interesting  stories.  The  story  involves  specific 
relationships  and  interactions  which  keep  the 
audience  guessing  the  outcome  surrounding  the 
central  issue  of  a death  in  the  town.  The  ending 
of  the  play  presents  a twist  that  left  the  audience 
in  shock  when  the  details  surrounding  the 
incident  were  finally  revealed. 

The  Shape  of  Things  included  a much  smaller 
cast  of  four  actors  (five  if  you  count  the  actor  who 
played  the  part  of  “The  Statue”).  This  play  tells 
the  story  of  a college  romance,  or  so  it  seemed  at 
the  start  of  the  show.

Thailand  is  an  amazing  country'  with  many 
places  just  waiting  to  be  explored.  Before 
leaving,  you  are  excited  and  anxious. 
Because  the  academic  year  in  Thailand  starts 
around  the  end  of  May,  Loyola  students  leave  a 
little  after  their  finals  and  have  a short  amount  of 
time  to  pack  and  say  goodbye  to  friends  and 
family.  But  before  you  know  it,  you  are  already 
being  greeted  by  the  Assumption  University  staff 
at  the  Suvarnabhumi  Airport. 

Soon  after,  you  recognize  that  you  are  in  a 
country  where  the  language,  the  food,  the 
transportation,  and  the  culture  are  all  different 
from  what  you’re  used  to.

Senior  describes  a life-changing 
adventure  shared  with  21  others 
from  Loyola 


Immigration  is  a reality,  not  a conflict.  For 
ten  days  during  the  2011-2012  winter 
vacation,  22  Loyola  students  were  given  the 
opportunity  to  immerse  themselves  in  an  issue 
that  affects  millions.  Putting  our  own  personal 
lives  and  quarries  on  the  back  burner,  we  solely 
focused  on  the  lives  of  others.  It  was  a rewarding 
and  unforgettable  experience. 

For  five  days,  our  group  stayed  in  Mexicali,  a 
border  town  in  Mexico  that  shares  its  frontier 
with  California,  where  we  were  given  the 
opportunity  to  see  firsthand  the  arduous  physical 
work  performed  by  the  majority  of  the  people  who 
choose  not  to  immigrate  to  the  United  States.  We 
spent  each  day  doing  labor-intensive  work,  such 
as  mixing  cement  at  the  local  elementary  school 
or  picking  cactus  weed  at  a plantation.  We  stayed 
in  a house  provided  by  the  organization  Los 
Ninos.  This  house  quickly  became  a home, 
because  it  was  where  we  would  return  each 
evening  exhausted  but  content  knowing  that  we 
had  made  some  sort  of  a difference.  Senior 
Michelle  Lally,  one  of  the  student  leaders  who 
also  went  on  Project  Mexico  during  her 
sophomore  year,  describes  her  experience  in 
Mexicali  as  “a  moment  we  take  away  from  self- 
solidarity, from  human  beings  seeking  the  best 
for  their  families  in  a country  where  even  the 
simplest  task  can  be  an  obstacle.” 

We  spent  the  remaining  five  days  in  San  Diego, 
CA  where  we  saw  the  difficulties  involved  in 
emigrating  to  the  U.S.  At  Chicano  Park,  Loyola 
students  were  given  paint  brushes  and  cans  of 
vibrant  colors  to  restore  the  art  work  of  famous 
Mexican  artists  who  had  painted  murals 
depicting  both  the  struggles  and  moments  of  joy 
that  Mexican  immigrants  experience  within  the 

U.S. 

When  asked  to  reflect  about  Project  Mexico 
as  a whole,  Lally  also  stated  that  it  was  “an  eye- 
opening experience  where  we  saw  and  felt  the 
impact  of  polices  on  immigration.”

Q&A  WITH  DR.  JACOME 

Professor  of  Spanish  encourages 
students  to  explore  new  cultures

Professor  Margarita  Jdcome  is  a professor  in  the 
Department  of  Modern  Languages,  teaching  courses 
on  literature  and  culture.  Originally  from  Bogota, 
Colombia,  where  she  grew  up  with  two  sisters  and 
three  brothers,  she  is  a specialist  in  Hispanic 
literature.  Dr.  Jdcojne  received  her  undergraduate 
degree  at  Universidad  Nacional  de  Colombia,  and 
she  received  her  master's  and  doctoral  degrees  at 
Pontificia  Universidad  Javeriana  and  the 
University  of  Iowa,  respectively.  When  she  is  not 
teaching,  she  enjoys  reading  and  films. 

You  recently  took  a sabbatical.  What  type  of 
work  did  you  do  while  you  had  time  off  from 
teaching? 

1 did  research  work  at  various  libraries  in  Bogota 
and  met  with  some  editors  to  talk  about  new 
topics  and  trends  in  works  published  in 
Colombia.  1 finished  an  article  that  started  as  a 
conference  paper  last  year,  and  more  recently  I 
have  been  writing  my  findings  on  narratives  of 
forced  displacement. 


How  did  you  end  up  at  Loyola? 

It  was  a nice  coincidence  between  my  looking  for 
a job  and  Loyola's  search  for  a Latin  Americanist. 
Also,  I was  interested  in  working  within  an 
institution  where  1 could  develop  my  teaching  and 
scholarly  interests  on  matters  of  social  justice. 

What  about  working  with  college  students  do 
you  enjoy? 

1 learn  something  from  my  students  every  day:  a 
new  English  word,  a cultural  aspect  of  the  U.S., 
or  of  places  they  have  been  to  but  that  1 have  not. 
Also,  I enjoy  instilling  in  them  the  desire  to 
understand  other  cultures. 

If  you  could  give  some  advice  to  students 
interested  in  studying  Spanish,  what  would  it  be? 
Go  for  it!  There  is  a big  world  that  will  open  up 
for  you.  Right  now  there  are  36  million  Spanish 
speakers  in  the  United  States  plus  330  million 
people  abroad. 


Did  you  always  know  you  wanted  to  be  a 
professor  of  Spanish? 

No.  I used  to  be  an  instructor  of  English  in 
Colombia.  My  move  to  the  States  made  the 
transition  into  teaching  Spanish  natural, 
although  my  doctorate  helped  me  define  my 
profession  even  more.

I PARKS

Senior  recaps  two 
memorable  campus  lectures 
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Fr.  Jim  Martin’s  lecture  on  November  7, 
2011  was  possibly  the  best  attended 
lecture  in  my  four  years  at  Loyola,  packing 
all  ot  McGuire  with  students,  employees,  and 
members  of  the  community.  Author  of  The  Jesuit 
Guide  to  {Almost}  Everything  among  several  other 
books,  Martin  is  also  well-known  as  a regular  on 
the  Stephen  Colbert  Report,  where  he  is  featured 
as  Colbert’s  “chaplain.”  This  should  have  been  an 
indication  of  the  humor  that  would  pervade 
Martin’s  talk,  but  I don’t  think  anyone  had  in 
mind  the  side-splitting  jokes  that  would  have 
students,  faculty,  and  staff  in  tears  from  his 
humorous,  yet  profound  talk.  He  spoke  on  the 
value  of  joy  and  humor,  and  how  he  finds  no 
problem  in  bringing  harmless,  self-deprecating 
humor  into  aU  aspects  of  life.  Senior  Jaclyn 
Hetzler  noted,  “Father  Martin's  lecture  was  by 
far  the  best  I've  attended  in  my  four  years  here. 
His  sharp  wit  and  profound  insights  into  the  life 
of  the  Catholic  Church  provided  small,  yet 
significant  lessons  that  anyone  with  a sense  of 
humor  could  appreciate.” 


Another  significant  lecture  this  year  came  |L 
from  Dr.  Sheri  Parks  of  the  University  of 
Maryland,  who  delivered  “Martin  Luther  King’s 
Projection  of  Black  Womanhood”  at  Loyola’s 
19th-annual  MLK  Convocation,  which  took 
place  this  year  on  January  19,  2012.  Parks,  a 
professor  of  American  studies,  a longtime  radio 
personality,  and  author  of  Fierce  Angels:  The 
Strong  Black  Woman  in  American  Life  and 
Culture,  spoke  on  the  aspects  of  being  an 
African-American  woman  which  many  people 
overlook.  She  reflected  on  the  high  level  of 
expectations  that  often  come  along  with  being 
a black  woman  in  America,  and  the  need  for 
more  of  an  effort  to  achieve  the  equality  that 
King  fought  so  hard  for  but  we  haven’t  quite 
achieved.  StiU,  in  the  midst  of  these  setbacks. 
Parks  hopes  that  “the  greatest  transformation  is 
coming,”  and  she  encouraged  others  to  remain 
hopeful.  Senior  JoeUe  Sanphy  pretty  much 
summed  it  up  when  she  said,  “Sheri  Parks  is 
amazing,  and  Fierce  Angels  is  a great  book.”

Ten  sites.  100  participants.  1000  stories. 
This  is  Spring  Break  Outreach,  a week 
spent  in  a community  learning  about 
social  justice  issues  and  serving  that  population. 
While  each  site  explored  a different  realm  of 
service,  through  physical  work  or  ministry  of 
presence,  participants  aU  had  one  common 
experience:  a change  in  perspective. 

“I  used  to  be  the  most  judgmental  person,  and 
alter  being  in  Immokalee,  I learned  not  to  be  like 
that  anymore,”  says  sophomore  Kathleen  Brogan, 
who  served  diverse  populations  of  migrant  farm 
workers  by  working  in  food  banks,  constructing 
new  homes,  and  simply  engaging  in  conversation 
that  opened  her  eyes  to  injustices  they  face. 
Throughout  all  10  sites,  participants  pushed 
themselves  out  of  their  comfort  zones,  gaining 
deep  insights  into  the  strength  and  resilience  of 
the  communities  they  served.  Although  our 
expectations  were  to  make  a change  in  other 
people’s  lives,  we  ourselves  were  transformed  in 
a greater  way.  “The  trip  was  about  what  happened

William  Kitchin,  a political  science  professor  at  1 >

While  his  experiences  at  Glenmary  Farm 
undeniably  allowed  him  to  understand  and 
break  down  stereotypes  of  populations  different  | 
from  us,  he  was  also  inspired  by  the  actions, 
thoughts  and  friendships  in  his  group. 

The  dynamics  within  an  SBO  group  cannot 
be  found  or  formed  elsewhere.  Each  was  like  its 
own  family — a unit  of  12  very  distinct  people 
with  individual  stories.  Despite  these 
differences,  the  common  purpose  and 
experience  that  members  share  allows  for  a 
unique  bond  to  be  created.  To  endure  such  a life- 
changing  transformation  in  the  course  of  one 
week  is  powerful,  and  there  is  no  one  who  can 
provide  support  and  understanding  better  than  ji 
those  who  experienced  this  transformation  right  ^ 
alongside  you.

The  El  Salvador  program  otters  the  distinct 
privilege  to  be  immersed  in  the  heart  of 
Central  America.  The  semester  is  broken 
up  into  three  parts:  academics,  community  living, 
and  accompaniment  in  a marginalized 
community.  Each  one  ot  these  components 
fosters  an  environment  of  analysis,  reflection,  and 
solidarity  where  many  students  find  themselves 
thinking  about  their  own  place  in  the  world. 

The  Casa  de  la  Solidaridad  program,  which 
is  officially  run  by  Santa  Clara  University,  unites 
students  from  mainly  Jesuit  colleges  and 
universities  from  across  the  United  States. 
Together  we  live,  learn,  and  experience  the 
Salvadoran  reality — the  reality  of  marginalized 
people  who,  despite  their  substandard  material 
conditions,  maintain  vast  and  ubiquitous 
wisdom.  Our  community  sites,  also  known  as 
praxis  sites,  offer  students  the  opportunity  to 
experience  the  daily  life  of  the  average  Salvadoran 
twice  a week.  Some  students  work  with  children 
in  schools  and  others  visit  communities  affected 
by  issues  such  as  water  scarcity.  Regardless  of  the 
specific  praxis  site,  Casa  students  have  the 
privilege  of  taking  what  they  are  learning  in  class 
and  contrasting  it  with  the  experiences  of 
everyday  Salvadorans. 

Casa  students  also  take  classes  that  are  tailored 
to  support  the  exploration  of  the  Salvadoran 
reality.  Through  the  lenses  of  history,  political 
science,  sociology,  theology,  and  literature,  Casa 
students  simultaneously  learn  about  El  Salvador 
and  the  effects  of  globalization.  All  of  our  courses 
are  taken  at  the  Universidad  de  Centroamericana 
“Jose  Simeon  Canas,”  El  Salvador’s  premier  Jesuit 
University.  The  synthesis  of  academics  and  direct 
exposure  to  the  daily  routine  of  Salvadorans  yields 
an  invaluable  and  truly  exceptional  experience  for 
Loyola  students.

On  April  12,  1912  the  flagship  of  the 
White  Star  Line  set  sail  from  England 
to  America.  Little  did  the  passengers 
and  crew  know  that  they  were  to  be  a part  of  one 
of  the  most  tragic  and  mystifying  events  of 
human  history.  The  ship,  Titanic,  carried  over 
2,000  people;  only  approximately  700  people 
survived.  On  the  100th  anniversary  of  this 
tragedy,  the  Evergreen  Players  sought  to  honor 
the  memories  of  these  people  by  performing 
Titanic:  The  Musical. 

Our  maiden  voyage  would  be  one  of  hard 
work  and  long  hours,  but  rewarding  times  that 
created  a bond  that  would  last  for  a lifetime.  This 
was  most  apparent  to  me  on  our  last  show.  The 
Sunday  matinee  started  off  strong.  Our  first 
number  was  received  well,  encouraging  us  to  go 
about  the  show  in  an  excited  manner.  However, 
during  a scene  in  which  I had  to  change  quickly, 
I hit  my  head  against  a bar  and  went  down.

Each  member  of  the  cast  took  my 
place  in  various  scenes  of  the  show,  confirming 
the  trust,  dedication  and  love  found  in  this 
production.  I've  done  my  fair  share  of  shows,  but 
this  one  was  different.  There  was  a genuine 
camaraderie  and  love  that  is  rare.

The  annual  student  show  opened  on  April 
19, 2012  to  exhibit  work  that  art  students 
had  created  in  the  fall  and  spring 
semesters.  Though  art  professors  often  say  they 
wish  they  could  feature  more  work,  each  is  limited 
to  submitting  15  pieces  created  by  their  students 
from  the  academic  year.  Each  year  the  work  is 
impressive,  and  2012  was  no  exception. 
Highlights  included  folding  panel  pieces  by 
Professor  Mary  Beth  Akre's  mixed  media 
students  and  pieces  by  several  students  who 
received  awards  for  their  work.  Among  them  were 
junior  Amanda  Philipp,  who  won  an  honorable 
mention  for  her  conte  crayon  drawing  of  Salvador 
Dali,  and  senior  Gretchen  Hess,  who  won  the 
grand  prize  for  her  dry-point  etching  of  Prague's 
famous  clock  tower.

A group  of  12  members  of  the  Loyola 
community  forever  changed  the  way 
they  look  at  the  world  by  participating 
in  a program  of  Rostro  de  Cristo,  an 
organization  that  allows  for  volunteers  and 
retreat  groups  to  experience  the  Jesuit  value  of 
being  “with  and  for  others”  in  Ecuador. 

We  arrived  in  Duran,  Ecuador  on  May  20, 
2012.  From  there  we  embraced  a different  view 
of  life  in  the  neighborhood  of  Antonio  Jose  de 
Sucre  where  we  lived  for  the  week.  We  were 
challenged  to  apply  the  mission  of  Rostro  de 
Cristo:  lead  a simple  lifestyle  in  solidarity  with 
our  Ecuadorian  neighbors,  build  a united 
Christian  community,  be  present  to 
relationships  and  reflect  on  the  presence  of  the 
face  of  Christ  in  every  situation  encountered. 

Throughout  the  week,  we  had  the 
opportunity  to  meet  with  neighbors  with  whom 
we  built  relationships.  We  went  to  different  sites 
where  Rostro  volunteers  work,  including  Manos 
Abiertas,  an  after  school  program  for  children; 
Nuevo  Mundo,  a school  that  provides  education 
to  students  who  otherwise  may  not  a be  able  to 
afford  it;  and  Damien  House,  where  we  spent 
time  with  men  and  women  living  with  Hansen's 
disease.  It  was  in  the  joys  and  struggles  of  those 
we  met  in  which  we  realized  that  their 
experiences  of  poverty  and  suffering  did  not  stop 
them  from  being  genuine  and  kind.  They 
showed  us  the  face  of  Christ  every  day,  and  their 
kindness  inspired  us  to  bring  their  joy  back  with 
us.

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My  experiences  in  El  Salvador  as  a 
member  of  the  Encounter  El  Salvador 
2012  team  were  the  capstone  of  my 
four  years  of  Jesuit  education  at  Loyola.  I,  along 
with  14  other  members  of  the  Loyola  community, 
including  undergraduates,  graduate  students, 
faculty,  staff,  and  administrators,  engaged  in  10 
days  of  education  and  reflection.  Truly  immersed 
within  the  country  of  El  Salvador,  we  were  in 
solidarity  with  the  everyday  realities  of 
Salvadorans.  We  spent  our  time  in  San  Salvador 
attending  meetings  with  non-profit 
organizations  including  the  Art  Center  for  Peace, 
Catholic  Relief  Services,  the  Committee  of 
Family  Members  of  Migrants  Who  Have  Died 
or  Disappeared  (COFAMIDE),  Committee  of 
the  Mothers  of  the  Disappeared, 
(CoMADRES),  as  well  as  several  non-profits 
who  advocate  for  ecological  justice.  We  attended 
meetings  with  El  Salvador’s  two  main  political 
parties  and  the  US  Embassy,  where  we  had  the 
opportunity  to  ask  questions  and  learn  directly 
from  those  who  create  policy  in  El  Salvador. 


Included  in  the  immersion  experience  was  a 
weekend  homestay  in  the  small  close-knit 
community  of  Santa  Marta,  three  hours  northeast 
of  San  Salvador,  the  capital  city.  We  spoke  with 
members  of  the  community  and  learned  about 
their  struggles,  their  family  members  in  the 
United  States,  their  successes  in  creating 
sustainable  agriculture  to  feed  the  community, 
and  their  experiences  protecting  the  community 
during  El  Salvador’s  12-year  civil  war  that  had  the 
potential  to  rip  apart  the  community,  but  in  fact 
only  made  it  stronger.  Our  Loyola  team  was 
welcomed  into  homes  in  the  community  so  that 
we  could  witness  and  experience  how  Salvadorans 
live. 

Throughout  my  time  at  Loyola,  I have  been 
taught  to  question  everything,  care  for  the  whole 
person,  and  be  a woman  for  and  with  others.  For 
me,  my  time  in  El  Salvador  cemented  these  three 
focal  points  of  my  Jesuit  education  and  gave  me 
the  opportunity  to  put  my  education  into  action.

What  was  one  team  goal  this  year? 

A team  goal  for  this  year  was  to  advance  to  the 
semi-finals  of  the  Dad  Vail  Regatta  for  the  men 
and  women’s  varsity  4+s.  The  women’s  crew 
successfully  accomplished  this  goal,  while  the 
men  tell  just  short.  The  men  raced  in  a very  strong 
heat  where  only  the  top  two  boats  advanced  and 
missed  qualifying  by  a few  seconds.  The  team  also 
looked  to  the  freshman  class  to  help  rebuild  the 
varsity  roster  next  year.  The  men’s  team  will  look 
tor  the  novice  8 that  finished  a strong  spring  to 
make  the  transition  to  the  varsity  team  in  the  fall. 
The  women  will  have  some  freshmen  returning 
as  well  in  the  tall  to  the  varsity  program.

160th  Commencement  Exercises.  Honorary  degree 
recipient  and  commencement  speaker  the  Reverend 
Gregory}.  Boyle,  S.J.  spoke  of  his  experiences  working 
with  gang  members  as  the  CEO  of  Homeboy  Industries.

Annual,  the  yearbook  of  Loyola
